GRANDMOTHERS' DAYS. 


••"Tim* Savlwff Method* Have Increas- 


ed the Opportunities o« •Women For 


, Self Advnnccment wnd For Train- 


In}! Their Children. 


A glance down the century will con- 


vince us of the many advantages mothers 
have today that were unheard of less 
th.an a hundred — yes,- fifty — years ago. 
\\Tc hold in veneration the days of home- 
spun cloth and patchwork quilt, and so 
we should. They were a necessary and 
important step in our evolution, but I 
pannot he<%. thinking at times that women. 
developed more slowly than men in meth- 
ods of work. 


.We hold in reverence the way mother 


u&ed to do the work,, regardless of mod- 
ern and time saving methods, not taking 
into consideration the days, in which we 
live. We do not take kindly to "the sur- 
vival of the fittest." In these rushing 
limes the chief hindrance to mankind 
seems to be the lack of time. .Anything 
to save time is by men, and should be by 
women, hailed with delight. It will as- 
tonish one who has never tried it to keep 
an account of the minutes, sometimes 
hours, that may. be saved in one day. 


Let me mention a lew suggestive "time 


savers," or, to use a more high sounding 
term, 
methods of domestic economy, 


about which we are hearing so much. 
Understand that I am not asking you to 
lower your standard of housekeeping. I 
only ask fft»»a little, more time, lor home- 
keeping. Be clean and orderly and teach 
3 our children to be clean and orderly (us 
you can), but don't be orderly for them. 


Cook plenty of good, nourishing food, 


and cook it just as well as you can learu 
how, but don't serve a sample of every- 
thing the pantry and cellar contain every 
meal in the week. Rather a small vari- 
ety than too great a one. 
I heard a 


physician say, after having prescribed for 
three cases of indigestion in rapid succes- 
sion, "More people eat themselves to 
death than starve to death." 
' ' Kcxt to the food question comes that of 
dothing lor the children. I am not cer- 
tain. though, but that some people put the 
core of the furniture and the floor before 
either. Clothe the children sensibly, use 
modern Ptyles (remember, I said sensibly, 
llrst), but don't tack on useless frills, 
rutlles, etc., for the sake of putting about 
so much on each ganncut. 
Rather see 


that the ends of threads arc neatly fas- 
tuipd and trimmed. Do well, but do not 
overdo. 


llecftll some of the methods and inven- 


tions of the century, as sewing machine's, 
then think of the time thus saved. 
The 


facfory is tbe greatest time saver to wo- 
man. Think what time is saved by the 
chfe.se factory^ the bakery, tho canning 
factory, the woolen mills, the cotton 
mills, ready made clothing of all kinds, 
etc., work our grandmothers were com- 
pel lod to perform. 


Now that we have time, how should the 


modern mother use itV My plan is, first, 
personal improvement. Read. 
Keep up 


with current events. Learn something 
of leading political issues of the day. 
Who was elected United States senator 
this week? How would we have voted? 
Learn something of tho leading men— 
their work and their characters. 
* 


Tnko time to sympathize with citizens 


of sister nations and of our own as well, 
whom the fortunes of war may have be- 
reft. 
How can we instill better methods 


for settling national dilUculties into th 
minds of our children? Surely we do not 
want to offer them up, some years hence, 
ns means to settle a national difference. 
lit ad, think, and give your children — you, 
the world — the benefit of your thought. 


Most great men have had great moth- 


ers, 
They mny not have been known to 


fnme, but in their modcbt way they have 
done n great and noble work. 
Note the 


power behind the throne in Garfiehl's life. 
What tenderness we felt for our presi- 
dent | when "Grandmother 
McKiuley" 


went' home! 


These are n few of the privileges of our 


own, day. Do we use them? You cnn't 
find time to read? Lot me suggest a few 
more ways of economizing your .time. 
Don't iron every old rag in the washing. 
I once heard a W. C. T. U. sister say: "I 
used to scrub every walk on the premises 
once a week. Now I sweep them, and 
instead of :roning each and every dish 
towel 1 fold them all neatly, lay them on 
n chair, sit on them and read my Union 
Signal."

Set as:ae n time for yourself, say, after 


supper, tuck the babies in bed and put

In antagonizing it. To differ from tlie 
president and thus be out of harmony 
with what he has striven to incorporate 
as a feature of his party's programme 
would make too large a demand upon 
their courage. The sudden cessation of 
their denunciation of anticoolyism as 
"dotnngogic pandering to low race prej- 
udice and class ignorance," while it 
does no houor to their independence, is 
one proof of how'substantial a service 
Mr. Roosevelt bas rendered the coun- 
try. 


There seems to be every probability 


that.congress will vote to keep up the 
bars against the Chinese, but it is not 
wiho to trust too much in this outlook. 
It will be judicious for the friends of 
the exclusion policy not to abate their 
zeal until actual victory has been won.
